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History Ranch Cattle Industry in Oklahoma 


Edward Everett Dale, in The Cattleman, Ft. Worth, Texas.—Part 2. 


In the meantime the Cherokee Outlet was 
also the field of great ranching operations. 
That region had been given to the Cherokees, 
and a patent issued to them for it a few 
years after their removal; but in 1866 they 
had by treaty agreed to allow United States 
to locate friendly Indians there, the title to 
remain with the Cherokees until such In- 
dians had been so located. Under the terms 
of this treaty, several tribes had been placed 
in the Outlet, but the major portion of it, 
amounting to over 6,000,000 acres, remained 
unoccupied in the hands of the Cherokees. 
Trail herds crossing Oklahoma early formed 
the practice of lingering there, in some 
cases spending several months on these rich 
pasture lands. Ranchmen in Kansas also 
began to allow their cattle to cross the line 
into the Cherokee Outlet, and in some cases 
drove them into that region for the winter 
when grass was scarce on the Kansas side 
of the line. 

In 1879 the Cherokees awoke to the pos- 
sibilities of revenue that might be derived 
from the Outlet and sent a collector there 
to levy a grazing tax on all cattle. By this 
time a large portion of the region had been 
occupied by ranchmen with their herds. 
Some of these cattlemen held ranges under 
the cover of the names of Cherokee citizens 
who had taken up claims under a sort of as- 
sumed headright. Others were occupying 
pasture lands without any shadow of right, 
the various individuals determining among 
themselves the boundaries of each man’s 
range under what was known as “cow cus- 
tom.” 

Most of these men paid cheerfully the 
grazing tax of 40 cents a head per year lev- 
ied by the Cherokees, but a few evaded this 
payment, so that it was impossible to col- 
lect for a large number of the cattle on the 
Outlet. Men living in Kansas near the bor- 
der would drive their cattle across the line 
into the Cherokee Outlet to avoid paying 
the property tax on them in Kansas and 
then drive them back into Kansas in order 
to avoid paying the grazing tax to the Cher- 
okee. 

In order to protect themselves and their 
ranges against these unscrupulous individ- 
uals, and also to aid in determining the 
rights of each man, the ranchmen who were 
regularly paying the Cherokee for grazing 
privileges formed, in 1880, a tentative asso- 
ciation. The organization was a very loose 
one and was merely designed to fix the dates 
and places of round-ups, to provide some 
method of settling disputes, to take some 


measures for protection against trespassers, 
and also to design plans to combat fires, 
wolves, thieves, and other destructive agen- 
cies. 

As more and more cattle were brought in- 
to the Outlet, fences were erected about 
many ranges as a convenience in holding 
the animals. Also, the Cherokees became 
more efficient in collecting the grazing tax. 
The treasurer of the Cherokee Nation came 
each year to Caldwell, Kan., and established 
an office there for the collection of this 
money, but in spite of his best efforts it 
i impossible to get all that was rightfully 

ue. 

In the meantime the fame of the Chero- 
kee Outlet as a desirable field for ranching 
had spread to such an extent that the De- 
partment of the Interior began to receive 
numerous inquiries relative to the matter of 
securing grazing privileges in that territory. 
Replies to some of these referred the in- 
quiries to the Cherokee authorities, with the 
explanation that the lands in question were 
in the possession and under the jurisdiction 
ot the Cherokee Nation of Indians, and 
sometimes added the information that these 
Indians granted permits for grazing cattle 
there. However, to inquiries as to whether 
or not the Interior Department would per- 
mit a lease to be negotiated with these In- 
dians for a term of years and would recog- 
nize it and protect the lessees, the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs returned a reply in 
the negative. 

It was evident that the tenure of these 
men occupying the Outlet with herds of cat- 
tle was very precarious, and late in 1882 
their operations were reported to the De- 
partment of the Interior, and an order was 
issued requiring them to remove all fences 
and other improvements from these lands 
within 20 days, failing which they would be 
removed by the military. Fortunately for 
the ranchmen, the War Department again 
showed the utmost reluctance to carry out 
the request of the Department of the Inter- 
ior. In the meantime, such a storm of pro- 
test was aroused that the order was held in 
suspension and the cattlemen were allowed 
to try to make some arrangement with the 
Cherokee authorities for a more permanent 
occupation of the Outlet. 

This they did in the spring of 18838, by 
forming an organization known as the Cher- 
okee Strip Live Stock Association, and ob- 
taining from the Cherokee National Council 
a lease of the Outlet for a term of five years 
at a rental of $100,000 a year. 

The association thus formed was perhaps 
the largest organization in the world for the 
promotion of the live stock industry. It was

region. Other associations were formed but 
not on so large a scale. 

These associations were uni 
ranchmen were without any odenana be 
tection of law and in consequence formed 
these extra legal organizations, not with the 
object of securing liberty under ideals of 
individualism as was the case with most 
earlier frontier organizations, but to protect 
property—their herds of cattle. Thus they 
were economic, rather than political, in their 
nature, and foreshadowed the later associa- 
tional arrangements of “big business” that 
sought to act as corporate persons in accord- 
ance with frontier ideals. 

For more than six years the Cherokee 
Strip Live Stock Association was a great 
power in the Southwest. It fenced the re- 
maining lands of the Outlet, improved the 
breed of cattle, provided better shipping fa- 
cilities at the various “cow towns,” sought 
diligently to protect the property of its 
members against thieves, fire, wolves, and 
disease, and all the while carried on a bitter 
struggle against a multitude of opposing 
elements that sought to destroy it. In this 
struggle the association always proved the 
victor until it was at last forced to yield to 
the power of no less an antagonist than the 
United States Government itself. 

Even then it was not through any fault or 
mismanagement on the part of its directors 
and members that the association was driv- 
en out of this region. It was merely the 
victim in a struggle between the United 
States Government and the Cherokees in 
which the former sought to induce the latter 
to cede the lands of the Outlet to fumish 
homes for white settlers. The great corpor- 
ation which had for years withstood the at- 
tacks of many bitter enemies was at last 
caught and crushed between these two pow- 
erful opposing forces. It was the more ot

vl was far beyond expectation. Visitors 
ne es in from all parts of the West and 
middle West and all bringing the same sad 
tale—fewer cattle in our community; scarc- 
ty of good bulls; not so many cattle on 
food as usual, except in a few rare instances. 

Last year the Aberdeen-Aberdeen cattle 
were scattered about here and there and of 
course were thus handicapped in making the 
best impression on visitors. The 1926 show 
was different. All the Aberdeen-Angus 
preeding cattle were grouped in one 9ig 
barn and they surely made a pleasing spec- 
tacle. There were three herds out from 
Colorado, one from Nebraska and one from 
Oklahoma and another from California. The 
showing displayed a marked improvement 
as to uniformity and quality as compared 
with last year. 

The International Grand Champions of 
1925 were retired and thus gave opportunity 
to other outstanding cattle to start the new 
year right. The aged bull class brought out 
three good strong bulls. The massive, thick 
bull Blackcap Bravo 2d by Bravo of Denison 
won first honors for Lucore & Sons, of Colo- 
rado. The next three bull classes were won 
in order by Fullerton entries. The first 
class going to Postman’s Monarch by Post- 
man 2d; the second class to The Peer of Sun- 
beam by Eston of Elmhill and the next to 
Blonden by Eyden. Arney Peer of Sunbeam 
by Eston of Elmhill took first honors in the 
1924 summer bull class for the same exhibi- 
tor. 

The fall class of 1924 went to Bar Harri- 
son by Prizemere 22d shown by Harrison 
Stock Farms, of California; the Nebraska 
firm of Harrison & Harriscn captured the 
baby calf class with Blackcap Marshall H. 
2d by Earl Marshall. The groups of three 
bulls as well as the groups of two bulls were 
won by Fullerton entries. Arney Peer of 
Sunbeam was made Junior champion and 
Postman’s Monarch was made Senior and 
grand champion, both belonging to Presi- 
dent Fullerton of Oklahoma. Thus the bull 
classes went pretty strongly to Mr. Fuller- 
ton. 

The Harrison Stock Farms were strong in 
females, winning the aged cow class with 
Blackbird Bertie, the 1923 International 
grand champion cow, which has carried on in 
fine shape. She being sired by Faultless 
Pass. The next class January-May 1923 
was captured by Black Lass of Glencarnock 
6th a daughter of Blackcap Revolution and 
from the same herd. The Californians won 
the next two classes also. The June-Decem- 
ber class going to Blackcap Bess of Glen- 
carnock by Blackcap Revolution. This en- 
try proved to be the Senior and grand cham- 
pion female. The next class went to the 
same firm showing Blackcap Bess 5th of 
Page by Imported Elegant of Tubberdaly, 
and she was made Junior champion female. 

The next three classes went to Fullerton 
with Maybell of Sunbeam by Eston of Elm- 
hill; Enama 4th of Sunbeam and Ronaldine 
of Sunbeam both by the same sire. 

The showing was cut into three sections 
thus keeping the Aberdeen-Angus breed in 
the arena for three consecutive days. The 
ringside attendance was appreciative and the 
Blacks held their share of the audience 
throughout the showing. The groups shown 
on the last day were wonderfully attractive 
and made an impressive showing alongside 


the other beef breeds. In fact the Aberdeen- 
Angus were admired more noticeably than in 
preceding years and remarks of apprecia- 
tion were more freely given out than usual. 
Generally speaking it is quite apparent that 
the 1926 winnings have made many new 
friends for the breed. Ranchers who are 
familiar with the breed on the range are no 
longer reticent in their praise for the breed 
and it seems that the old imaginary barriers 
are dissolving and fading away as the breed 
enters into a new year and a new day in the 
West. 

Here’s hoping that plans will be laid early 
for a bigger and therefore better show at 
Denver in 1927. The Journal wishes to 
thank all those who took part in making the 
1926 show the best in the history of the 
breed at Denver which by the way is the 
gateway to the great Western cattle fields 
where cattle are counted by thousands rath- 
er thans ten and hundreds as they are in 
many sections of the country. Much is being 
done to blacken the hills of Colorado and all 
to the glory of the greatest breed of beef 
cattle on earth.

THAT INTERNATIONAL FAT- 
CATTLE CHAMPIONSHIP. 


“The Hereford fanciers of the country are up a stump, so to 
speak. They would like to win a fat-cattle carlot championship at 
the International once in a while; not that the breed especially 
needs it to maintain its prestige as the leading beef breed of the 
country. There doesn’t appear to be any relationship between the 
winning of this grand championship and popularity with the cattle 
growers, cattle feeders and cattle buyers, anyway. Herefords con- 
tinue to dominate the cattle-growing country, and to top the lead- 
ing markets about 51 weeks out of the year. But it is a bit annoy- 
ing to go up to Chicago the other week and see a breed that has 
never been able to get anywhere on the range and not very far on 
the farm cop out the purple ribbon and sell one load of steers at 
a fancy price. 

“A good sportsman loves the show game for the fun of it, and 
is willing to take his medicine as long as he believes he is getting 
an even break with his competitors. The Hereford fanciers are 
good sportsmen. They have gone up to Chicago year after year and 
taken their defeat at the hands of the packer judges with a smile 
and done mighty little kicking about it. They accepted the alibi of 
the judges, generally to the effect that the Whiteface yearlings 
were too heavy. This soothed and flattered them, and they came 
right back again the next year with yearlings that outweighed their 
rivals by 100 to 200 pounds and accepted the same alibi. 

“In 1924 Richard Lacy, a veteran feeder and regular exhibitor 
at the International, decided to find out just how much there was 
to this weight alibi. So he secured from C. T. Mitchell a bunch of 


short-aged calves—calves that weighed about 300 pounds early in 
November—and set out to produce a load of vearlings that would 
come within the weight specification of the Chicago judges. By 
careful handling he succeeded in getting 15 steers out of the bunch

Mr. Dan Casement, Hereford contender and 
winner of reserve champion load, himself conceded victory to the 
wonderful load of Aberdeen-Angus bullocks exhibited by Mr. Smith, 
manager of the Tarkio Molasses Feed Company of Kansas City, 
Missouri, long before the ribbons were ordered out. 

Dearly beloved, a careful perusal of the Aberdeen-Angus Jour- 
nal files reveals no complaint as regards treatment of the Blacks 
at Kansas City, we have constantly conceded superiority at that 
show, nevertheless the contest is on and it will not be many moons 


before this scalp is attached to the Black trophy belt—this is but 


a kindly warning that may delay the time. We wish you succes 


at Chicago and elsewhere and would gladly reciprocate through — 


exchanging honors at these two shows if such a thing could be done, 
but we perceive difficulties in the consummation of such a project.

CATTLE SITUATION. 

The Journal has consistently insisted that 
a cattle shortage was imminent in the very 
near future, writings to the contrary of ex- 
perienced writers not with standing. With 
this thought in mind we made a special ef- 
fort to come in contact with the cowmen of 
the West who assembled at Denver last 
week. More operators, breeders and specu- 
lators were interviewed than would be pos- 
sible to meet in a years’ time under any oth- 
er circumstances. The general consensus of 
opinion is predominantly expressive of that 
shortage. And what is more, men of all 
rank do not hesitate to so state. No lesser 
personage than Henry Essler of Denver who 
has run as many as 30,000 feeders in a sin- 
gle season, and is now buying in the far 
Southwest for spring delivery something ov- 
er 20,000 head declares emphatically that 
cattle never were so scarce. Other men of 
equal importance acquiesced in these pro- 
nouncements. There were nowhere near 
enough feeders at Denver to meet require- 
ments. As a result prices ruled high and 
hundreds of corn belt feeders returned home 
to look elsewhere for something to consume 
their corn. Men from all sections of the 
“hill country” from Montana to New Mex- 
ico and back to the Pacific coast were of one 
accord. Rangers who deal in hundreds and 
thousands were lamenting the situation, de- 
claring that there were an insufficient num- 
ber of cattle in the Southwest to meet their 
requirements.

MAINE SENATOR DISCARDS DAIRY 


FROM LEWISTON JOURNAL 


HERD | 


Maine can and should raise beef cattle, 
says Senator Bert M. Fernald of West Po- 
land. He supports his words by his deeds. 
He has turned from a dairy herd to one of 
beef. In one year of experiment he has con- 
vinced himself of the correctness of his be- 
lief. This attitude of Senator Fernald is 
worthy of consideration. He is a practical 
farmer born on a farm—that on which he 
now lives—his entire life, until he went to 
the United States Senate, was spent there. 
As a farmer he made it pay. As a practical 
agriculturalist he has studied various ques- 
tions and tested them out by actual experi- 
ence. 

There is a vast difference between a state- 
ment as to what can be done on a farm by 
Senator Fernald and that of a wealthy city 
man, who never lived on a farm, but has a 
fad for farming and so establishes a show 
place. The senator doesn’t O. K. a proposi- 
tion until he feels certain that it will pay. 

A New Yorker came to Maine not long 
ago and bought a large farm. He didn’t 
know a thing about farming, but got a heap 
of a kick from seeing things grow. One day 
at his club in New York it was suggested 
that he ought to grow peanuts on his Maine 
farm. Another friend said it could not be 
done. He thought it could. He made the 
experiment and for a period of years proved 
that you could raise the crop in this State. 
That didn’t prove that it would be wise for 
Maine farmers to start growing peanuts. He 
could buy them in Virginia and pay freight 
to Maine for less than he could produce 
them here. In the same way he proved that 
you could grow cotton here, but of course it 
wouldn’t pay profits. Senator Fernald 
doesn’t believe in that kind of farming. He 
wants a good return. 

Previous to what might be described as 
the acid test Senator Fernald made a care- 
ful study of the beef raising proposition. He 
worked out a line of endeavor which he felt 
would be successful. Having made this sur- 
vey he set about the actual experiment. In 
November, 1924, he purchased ten steers for 
$840. He carried them through the winter 
and summer until August, about ten months, 
when he sold them for $1,636. A gross prof- 
it of $796 or, practically $80 per steer. 

The pasturage of the steers during the 
spring and summer cost little. During the 
winter they were fed hay and ensilage. The 
senator’s figures show that each steer ate 
an average of 1% tons of hay and about a 
ton of ensilage during the winter. The hay 
raised upon his farm cost about $10 a ton, 
and the ensilage less than that, so that the 
feeding expenses were no more than $25 
per steer and adding $5, for care and driving 
to market makes a total expense for the 
herd of $300, giving a net profit of $496 
which Senator Fernald realized upon the in- 
vestment in a period of ten months. 

The steers were sold in Portland, where, 
states the senator, there is always a ready 
market. wi, 

They were started from the pasture one 
noon and driven to Gray, where they were 
corraled over night and at 11 o’clock the 
next forenoon were at the Portland abbatoir. 

This herd of ten steers should not be con- 
founded with the baby beef about which so 
much has been written.

Letters and reports reaching the secretary’s office are 
usually a fair index of conditions that exist among the breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Registrations are increasing 
which is an indication that there is renewed interest in pure 
pred cattle. In many cases the applications for registry come 
from breeders who have recorded very few animals during 
the past few years. In practically every case they express 
confidence in the breed and the pure bred business. 


The secretary has just returned from the National West- 
ern Live Stock Show at Denver, Colorado. There was a good 
exhibit of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus breeding and fat cattle. 
The breed captured two of the most coveted prizes at the 
show; namely the grand champion single steer and also on 
the carload of fat cattle. The grand champion single steer 
was the pure bred junior yearling, College Kenyon, exhibited 
by the University of Nebraska and was sold at auction to 
the Colorado & Southern Ry. at $1.00 per pound. The grand 
champion carload of fat cattle were exhibited by A. H. 
Schmidt of Kansas City and sold at auction for $19.75 per 
ewt. to the Chicago Burlington & Quincy Railway Co. Both 
entries were excellent representatives of the breed and made 
a fine impression in that part of the country. 


On the return trip from Denver the secretary spent two 
hours between trains at the University of Nebraska. This 
institution maintains a select herd of pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding cattle. This herd is made up of individuals 
that are the right type for producing high class steers such 
as this institution has been exhibiting in recent years. Pro- 
fessor Gramlich and his associates have a number of excel- 
lent prospects for the steer show at the International next 


‘year. 


During the week of January 10th the secretary attended 
the meeting of the Indiana Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ at 
LaFayette, Indiana and _ incidentally enjoyed some of 
“Billy Wilson’s” seven dollar a pound grand champion car- 
cass. It was served at the annual banquet of the Indiana 
Live Stock Breeders’ Association of which Mr. Wilson was 
president last year. There were more than three hundred 
live stock breeders at the banquet and everybody present pro- 
nounced it the best beef ever produced. Indiana is one of the 
leading Aberdeen-Angus states with over three hundred 
members. Conditions are improving in that state and every 
breeder is planning for better days ahead. 


Philip Hauk of Cassville, Grant County, Wisconsin was 
on the Chicago market January 12th with a carload of Aber- 
deen-Angus steers of his own raising which topped the 
market for that day. He states that his Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle have made him more money during the past few years 
than any other branch of his farm. He has been selling a 
few breeding cattle, but most of his cattle have been fed 
for market. He has taken advantage of the depression and 
culled his herd very closely. He reports the death of Mr. W. 
L. Gelbach, Potosi, Wisconsin, a prominent Aberdeen-Angus 
breeder of his county. Mr. Gelbach died suddenly about the 
middle of December. He was one of the delegates from Wis- 
consin to the annual convention of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association in Chicago during the time of 
the International. 


Mr. B. E. Staley of Willard, Missouri sent in some ap- 
plications for registry on January 13th. He makes the fol- 
lowing comments about conditions in his section of the coun- 
try: “The Aberdeen-Angus business is good in the Ozarks. 
I have sold all my bulls.” 


Mr. C. J. Lofgren of Ada, Minnesota, sent in two new 
memberships during December with the following comments: 
“T am pleased to herewith enclose you one more application 
for membership and a draft for $20.00 in payment of same. 
This is a very good party. I have just started him out and 
I believe he will make a pretty good breeder. His business 
is merchandising but he has a farm and breeding Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle will be his hobby. 


As we are badly in need of money how would it be to 
make a drive for membership? Now, I have turned in two 
within a month from the wilderness up in this neck of the 
woods. I was thinking that we make a drive to have each 
member make a strenuous effort to turn in one application. 
In that way we would increase our membership and also our 
finances.” 


We hope there are more members of the association that 
will find time to get new members for the association. 


Members of the association will be interested in the 
following report concerning the activities of the office for 
the month of December.

History Ranch Cattle Industry in Oklahoma

“innocent bystander,” or perhaps it 

e more correct to say it was the 
<ource of food supply of one of the oppon- 
ents which must be destroyed in order to 
force the enemy to surrender. 

At the expiration of the five-year term 
for which the Cherokee Outlet had been 
leased, the association obtained from the 
Cherokees a new lease for a second period 
of five years, paying this time the sum of 
$200,000 a year. But the Government of the 
United States had determined to secure a 
cession of these lands from the Cherokees in 
order that they might be opened to white 
settlement, and now, through the Cherokee 
Commission, appointed for that purpose, of- 
fered the Indians $1.25 an acre for all the 
lands of the Outlet. Since they had already 
heen offered $3 an acre, or a total sum of 
$18,000,000, for the Outlet, by a cattle syn- 
dicate, provided they could get the consent 
of the United States to sell, the Cherokees 
naturally refused the offer of the Govern- 
ment and persisted in this refusal in spite 
of repeated pleadings and bullyings. 

Accordingly, after obtaining from the At- 
torney General an opinion that the Outlet 
leases had no legal force or validity, Presi- 
dent Harrison, about the middle of February, 
1890, issued a proclamation forbidding graz- 
ing on the lands of the Cherokee Outlet as 
prejudicial to the public interests, and order- 
ing all cattle to be removed by October 1, 
1890, or sooner, if the lands were in the 
meantime opened to settlement. 

The Indians here met with the same at- 
titude on the part of the Government of the 
United States that they had met in Georgia 
more than half a century before. Their lands 
were needed for white settlement, and yet 
they refused to cede their equity for what 
the United States officials regarded as a 
fair price. As a result, and in order to com- 
pel this cession, it was decided that they 
must be deprived of all revenue or benefit 
from these lands until such time as they 
were willing to yield. 

The removal of the ranchmen from the 
Outlet and the opening of the latter to white 
settlement was inevitable sooner or later. 
But the removal of the cattlemen at just 
this time was a political rather than an 
economic step, though the ultimate purpose 
of the Government was a great economic 
change in this region through the opening 
of this land to agricultural settlement. Since 
this settlement did not take place for more 
than three and a half years after the issu- 
ance of the President’s proclamation, and 
not until almost three years after the ranch- 
men had been forced out, the conclusion fol- 
lows that the ranchmen were not removed in 
order to make room for settlers, but to stop 
the revenue derived from these lands by the 
Cherokees, and so induce the Indians to cede 
this area upon the terms offered. This ces- 
sion they were at last forced to make 
though the price paid was a little more than 
Was at first offered, amounting to about 
$1.40 an acre.

the struggle between the cattlemen of Okla- 
homa and the pioneer farmers of adjoining 
states. It was struggle which had begun al- 
most as soon as cattle had been brought in- 
to that territory and was to continue prac- 
tically without intermission until the herds 
had been forced out and the entire region 
given over to farming. 


As_ agricultural settlement advanced 
steadily westward on either side of Okla- 
homa and good farming lands became in- 
creasingly scarce, the pioneer farmers be- 
gan to look with longing eyes toward the 
great reservations of the Indian Territory. 
The presence there of many ranchmen, while 
they themselves were excluded, aroused the 
bitter resentment of the pioneer farmers, 
who at last began to make determined ef- 
forts to secure the opening of these lands to 
settlement. Naturally these efforts were re- 
sisted by the cattlemen, and the hostility of 
the would-be settlers was greatly increased 
by this resistance. The ranchmen came to 
be regarded as wealthy monopolists, and it 
was alleged that they bribed the United 
States officials, corrupted the Indians, and 
intimidated those who sought to oppose 
them. 

Not only did the settlers along the border 
seek to secure the opening of these lands 
by act of Congress, but failing in this, they 
made determined efforts to settle some of 
them in defiance of law, and when they 
were removed by the military many of them 
insisted that the action of the United States 
Government had been taken at the instiga- 
tion of the cattlemen. Little newspapers 
grew up near the border, established appar- 
ently for the twofold purpose of “booming” 
the opening of Oklahoma lands to settle- 
ment and of abusing the cattlemen. The 
press throughout the country took the mat- 
ter up; the question of opening Oklahoma 
to settlement found its way into politics, and 
office seekers, both local and national, with 
an eye upon the farmer vote, urged it vigor- 
ously, and added their voices to the general 
outcry against the ranchmen. That the oc- 
cupation of the country by agricultural set- 
tlement was inevitable sooner or later must 
have been obvious to all. The important 
thing about the whole matter is that the 
ranchmen in this way received much unfav- 
orable advertising. They were so criticized 
and abused by these would-be settlers and 
their sympathizers that along with public 
opinion favorable to opening the Indian 
lands to settlement there also grew up, in 


the same proportion, a public opinion bitter-- 


ly adverse to the cattlemen. This was espec- 
ially true because added to this clamor was 
that of the homesteaders in other Western 
States and Territories who urged that the 
ranchmen monopolized the public domain 
and sought to prevent settlement. 

Out of all this there grew up and crystal- 
lized a publie cpinion that has never chang- 
ed—to the effect that the cattlemen of our 
western plains were in a great measure self- 
fish, brutal, and domineering, using their 
great wealth and the power derived from 
organization to oppress. 

It is false in a great measure, but the

Even then the replacing of Tonle 
ing by agriculture in Oklahoma was ni ' 
peculiar and has no counterpart in an brs 
State. The settling of most Westem State 
by an agriculture population has been like 
the slow, steady leaking of water into the 
hold of an old-type ship until it was tui 
That of Oklahoma was like the sudden burst. 
ing of water into the hold of a modern y, : 
sel divided into many watertight compen 
ments. The first region to be opened to set- 
tlement in the Indian country was “Old Ok- 
lahoma” which was opened in 1889 and al- 
most each succeeding year for the next de- 
cade saw one or more areas added to the 
original nucleus. The Panhandle was added 
to Oklahoma in 1890 by the organic act: the 
Sac and Fox, Potawatomi, and Iowa Reser- 
vations were opened in 1891; the Cheyenne. 
Arapaho Reservation in 1892; the Cherokee 
Outlet in 1893, and various others, one by 
one until the last one, the “Big Pasture” 
was settled in 1906. 

Long before the last one was settled, the 
Department of the Interior had adopted a 
system of leasing Indian lands for grazing 
purposes, and so as each Indian reservation 
was opened and settled, in most cases al- 
most in a single day, the ranchmen with- 
drew their herds into those remaining until 
with the opening of the last they found there 
were no longer any pasture lands left to 
them. 

It should be noted that opening these 
lands to white settlement did not constitute 
taking the land from the Indian and giving 
it to the settler. The Indian did not use the 
land. As an economic factor he was neglig- 
ible. What really happened was the taking 
of the land from the ranchmen and the giv- 
ing it over to agriculture. But few better 
examples can be found in our history of the 
complete change in the economic life of large 
regions through legislation. 


It should be observed, too, that the pecu- — 


| 


liar method of settling Oklahoma proved © 


disastrous to many ranchmen. Large areas 
were settled in a single day; no time was 
given for adjustment; crowds of settlers, 
swarming across lands not yet open to set- 
tlement in order to reach others that were, 
burned the grass, cut the fences, and brought 
disease to the cattle. Changes came with 
startling rapidity. The cattlemen unable to 
adapt themselves to these conditions suffer 
ed heavy financial losses, with the result 
that as the industry passed out many of 
them found themselves entirely ruined. 
Even after some of the reservations welt 
settled, the cattle industry lingered on, ™ 
some cases for a year or two, but here it
